HE suggestion that) the 
United States of America 
‘should become 2 member of 
the British Commonwealth 
of Nationy seems quite a 
_reasonable one, The Idea 
wns recently posed by Mr 
Donat McLachlan, editor 
of the Sunday Telegraph, 
and the more one looks at 
it, the more one is 
eonvineed that there — is 
sound logic in his reasoning. 
In the first place, although 
we apeak of the British 
Commonwenlth, that dees 
not mean that there is 


necesaurily a senior partner : 


and several junior partners. 
For instance, when a prob- 
lem arises which affects the 
immediate interests of any 
member of the Commuon- 
wealth, that nation im- 
mediately tukes the lead at 
the head of the table. Nor 
dves any member dominate 
the proceedings. 

T does’ séem that both 
linguistically and ideo- 
logically, the United States 
is already an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Commonwealth 
and that everything is to 
be gained, and nething lest 
by a closer association. 

Such an association would 
sive greater strength to the 
Commonwealth and — the 
intangible ideal which links. 
the States to the Commun- 
wealth would achieve ao 
concrete form, and give 
cohesion to whit now seems 
a vague bond between one 
nation joining s number of 
nations, whieh follow a 
common way and purpose. 

A further advantage would be 
that those who strive te 
drive n wedge between the 
British way and purpose 
and the American, would 
find themselves in 
weaker position, And final- 
ly, it would give concrete 
expression to oa sort of 
union which already exists, 
HOULD the term British 

Commonwealth stick in 
anyone's throat, there seems 
no obvious reason for re- 
taining it, for British ia 

- hot used in the ownership 
sense of the word, but 
to suggest a way of life to 
which real. democracy sub- 
scribes. For as grand as 
the articles of Independ- 
ence are which took 
America on her independent 
venture, every wort of 
that article is English; 
every sentiment expressed 
is English; and every name 
at the bottom of the page 
is a good old British name. 

But strange as it may seem, 
many Americans are still 
fighting the War of Inde- 
pendence. How, therefore, 
cau the rejection of King 
George HII and the accep. 
tance of Queen Elizabeth 
Il be reconciled? We would 
suggest a further stago in 
the cvolution of the Com- 
monwealth idea under which 
the Queen could become tho 
‘patron instend of titular 
head, and the Common- 
wenlth of Notions thrown 
open to all past and 
present members of the 
British Empire. 

OR blood calla to blood, 
and heritage to heritage, 
and just aa the Americans 
were never more English 
than when they signed tho 
Deelaration of —Indopend- 
ence, so were these same 
ideals nover more strongly 
expressed than when they 
anzociated themselves with 
Britain in the hour of her 
deadly peril In 4940. 

And oven {£ the - Americans 
and English of this genora- 
tion cannot aco it, it was 
clenrly acon. by that astute 
politician Bismark seventy 
yoara ago. For he. warned 
his own country , that any 
who dared to Interfere with 
either tho Amoricans or the 
British, would find. them- 
selves up against ond people 
of common heritage.

Priest2ey, head of the Depart-

The specified points with 

which the Commission 
should deal were a reduction 
in salaries for certain posts 
on new, appointments being 
made; ‘substitution of dol- 
lar-paid employees for 
sterling-paid men in certain 
departments; revision of 
rent allowances and an in- 
crease in the percentage of 
salary chargeable in respect 
of housing accommodation; 
investigation into acting, 
Jeave-pay, conveyance and . 
other allowances; and the 
inauguration of a system of 
medical attendance on Gov- 
ernment servants by private 


practitioners. 

The Hon. Mr M. K. Lo 
expressed dislike of tem- 
porary levies and suggested 
a permanent cut of five per 
cent on all salaries above a 
suggested minimum. 

Replying, His Excellency 
the Governor stated that

revision of salary scales had 
been received from the 
Secretary of State during 
the past fow days.
